The passage of this Mead-Works bin

The bill entrenches existing water 


right companies under every right 
that they now have, and protects them 


rights. Section 30 provides: “No M- 
cense sq issued. shai! have the effect 
to change the right of any prior ap- 
propriator or limit his right to a less 
quantity of water than he has actu- 
ally appropriated and is then entitied 
to use, etc. But the projectors of any 
new irrigation systems must first ap- 
ply to the board for permission to 
appropriate (Section 16.) and file 
elaborate plans and statements. No- 


tice of this lication must be given, 
and if the rd of Engineers deter- 
mine that the application shall be 


granted, then they authorize the con- 
struction of the works, but the appli- 
cant gets no license to appropriate 
water until the works shall have been 
fully inspected and examined by some 
member of the State Board of Engi- 
neers. If they are “satisfied” they are 
then, and not until then, to issue the 
license entitling the applicant “to di- 
vert and use sald water“ or so much 
thereof as the board may find to be 
necessary for the use proposed. An 
individual, a water compeny or a co- 
operative canal pan might de- 
sire to construct irrigation works cost - 
ing a large sum of money—it might be 
one hundred thousand dollars, ‘or: it 
might be one million dollars—and they 
could not know until their works were 
completed whether they would get a 
license to use the water-at all, or what 
amount of water they might then get 
a license to use. 

In other words, the bill puts the 
construction of every new irrigation 
system absolutely at the mercy of 
State officials, who might or might not 
be honest. No sensible man, with 
money to invest, would ever put a dol- 
lar into the construction of an irriga- 
tion system, and take his chances on 
the integrity of a State officia] having 
such absolutely arbitrary powers as 
are v-sted by this law in this State 
Board of Engineers, and the individual 
members of the board. The passage of 
this bill would put an end to all pos- 
sibility of the construction of new ir- 
rigation systems in California, either 
by private capital or cobperative en- 
terprise, or the national government. 

The original ‘constitution and dy- 
laws of the California Water and For- 
est Association contained a clause 
to the effect that one of the purposes 
of the association was to bring an ad- 
judication of existing water rights in 
California. This bill provides for the 
adjudication of nothing. It does pro- 
vide all the cumbersome and ex- 
pensive and interminable machinery 
which would be necessary for such an 
adjudication, the making of maps. the 
ascertainment of every right on every 
stream in California, and then pro- 
vides fort the issuance of the license, 
which is merely prima facie evidence 
of the right, whatever it may be. Is 
not this, really and truly, a * 

The bill is being promulgated upon 
the idea that it is to end litigation. 
End it how? A practicable plan for 
adjudicating the water rights would 
be desirable, if done in regularly estab- 
lished courts, having all the powers of 
courts of equity, and there is no rea- 
son why a simple plan could not be 
devised for accomplishing this, pro- 
viding for a jurisdiction un tion- 
ably covering the entire streah with- 
out regard to county lines, and then 
providing for proceedings in which, on 
the application of any land owner. he 
might here an adjudication which 
would fix the rights of that stream. 
The difficulty of . .bsequently estab- 
shi the relation of later rights to 
those previously adjudicated is not an 
insuperable one. 

If water-law reformers would cut 

from the idea of a State Board 
of Control, and work out a plan for 
the application to the law of wa of 
tome system similar to the. Torfens 
system, with reference to land titles, 
they might get somewhere with their 
plans. This idea has been partially 
worked out in the State of Washing- 
ton. The law of that State is crude 
and incomplete in its present fo It 
contains, many valuébie 
suggestion 

The powers given to this board, by 
Section 7, practically put the right-of 
every present irrigator in California 
afioat, and leave him to scramble for 
it as best he may in a tussle with 
a lot of political appointees, having 
their. headquarters at Sacramento. 
Tift is what it would mean if a_ politi- 
cal board, appointed by the Governor 
at Sacramento, were given these pow- 
ers over the water rights in Southern 
California. Whoever invented the idea 
of giving this power to the State, vest- 
ing it in a board of politicians, and 
then allowing the water companies 
selling water to farmers to call . the 
powers of the State to their aid, and 
have them exercised by a so-called 
agent of the State, who would be in 
their pay, is ly a genius. 

While we are looking for the comical 
side of this monstrosity, we may refer 
to the provisions which require the 
‘board to measure ordinary flow and 
flood flow separately, determine what 
constitutés surplus water, and grant 
license to divert and store the surplu? 
waters during floods or high water. 
How long would it take them to make 

necessary measurements and esti- 

tes to satisfy a prospective reser- 
ver builder that they were giving him 
a fixed right to store any certain 
quantity ef water, or what security 
would he have, after they had given it 
to him, when his license would only 
be prima facie evidence of his right. 
and in order to defend that right he 
would have to litigate with every 
“prior-righter” on ‘the stream below, 
just exactly at he would have to do 
today, if this costly piece of useless 
machinery officialism had no existence? 

But seriously, when one contemplates 
this bill and its possibilities of evil it 
it were enacted, and the absurdity of 
its provisions, does it not seem as 
though it was about time that the Call- 
fornia Water and Forest Association 
should go out of business? They are 
still hanging on to heir scheme to get 
any old appropriation they can for 
Iinvestigatlons, to be divided between 
Mead and the Geological Survey and 
the Forestry Bureau. Mead would 
probably get the largest share of it, 
and spend it to build up his personal 
schemes, and make us just as much 
more trouble as possible. Have we 
not enough’? There e no reason what- 
ever why the State of California should 
make any such appropriation. The 
fact that the Callifernia Water and 
Porert Association needs it in its bus! 
ness to preserve ite prestige and have 
some excuse for having lived is mo ges- 
son why it should be taken out of the 
treasury of the State. The State needs

NEW IDEA FOR FRANCE. 
Pneumatic Mail and Parcel Service. 


A scheme is being promoted in Paris 
for constructing a system of subter- 
ranean pneumatic conduits for the 
rapid transportation of mal matter 
and parcel freight and express. The 
profiosition has been brought to the 
notice of the government, and official 
trials will be made of models. The 
system employs electricity as its mo- 
tive power, and its inventors represent 
that they can transpert cars weighing 
a ton Over any given distance at a 
speed of 160 miles an hour. The sys- 
tem is styled the “electric postal 
service.” A metal duct is to be con- 
structed, ot a width not exceeding 
thirty inches, which will be wide 
enough for a double track to accommo- 
date trains going in opposite directions. 
The cars would be simply sheet iron 
cases, supported on two or four axles, | 
and carrying the electric motors. 
central compartment of each car.“ 
measuring about twenty cubic feet, 
would be reserved for freight. The to- 
tal length of each vehicle would be 
about twenty-two feet, but it would 
not exceed twenty inches in height. 
To counteract the resistance of the 
air—naturally of great force in view 
of the excessive speed attained by the 
vehicle—the front and rear of each car 
would be ¢quipped with wind cutters 
in parabolic form.—{Railway and En- 
gineering HKeview. 


APPLE GROWING. 
New York Leads the Union. 


Statistics compiled by F. EK. Dawley. 
secretary of the New York State Fruit 
Growers’ Association, show that New | 
York is the leading apple - producing 
State of the Union, with Ohio second 
and Pennsylvania third. Missouri may 
have more acreage set to apples than’ 
any other State, but when it comes to 
filling barrels with the fruit, New York, 
Pennsyivania and Ohio can beat her 
three and four times over. Missouri 
is credited with heaving no less than 
20,040,399 apple trees, but she stands 
sixth in the matter of production. New 
York has 15,054,832 trees, but her pro- 
ductive capacity is barely equaled by 
the combined capacity of the States 
ef Missouri, Kansas, Illinois and Ar- 
kansas. Every tree in New York State 
gives an average crop of three and a 
half bushels, giving a total productive 
capacity 52,415,700 bushels, and put- 
ting the Empire State in the first rank, 
with more than 16,000,000 bushels to 
spare over 36,816,900 bushels produced in 
Ohio, and an additional million bushels 
in Pennsylvania. There are fifteen 
States in the United States which have 
more than 5,000,000 apple trees within 
their borders, showing that the apple 
is a popular crop. One-fourth of the 
State's apple crop is raised in the 
counties of Orleans, Erie, Wayne, Mon. 
roe and Niagara. Niagara is the-gar- 
den county of the State. It is esti- 
mated that the fifteen States which 
lead in apple preducing gave 172,329,181 
bushels of apples this year. as com- 
pared with 184,198,180 bushels in 1991 
and 220,891,229 busheis in 1900.—Brad- 
street's. 


Tone BRIDGE. . 
Massive Concrete Arch Duilding. 

The Utica and Mohawk Valley Rall- 
way is building, at Herkimer, N. Y.. a 
concrete arch bridge consisting of ten 
spans of 62 to 66% feet. The arch 
thickness at the crown is 21 inches, in- 
creasing to 4% feet at the haunches, 
Each arch is reinforced with thirty- 
two pairs of I- inch steel rods, ac- 
cording to the Thacher patents, as - 
lustrated in the Railway and Engineer- 
ing Review of December 21. 1901, in con. 
nection with the concrete arch Y- 
bridge at Zanesville. O. These rods 
are placed 3 inches from the intrados 
and extrados, and extend down into 
the piers. Seven of the arches have a 
clear span of 62 feet, with a rise of 12 
feet, and three have a clear spdh of 
66% feet, with a rise of 14 feet. The 
sepandre! walle extend 2 feet 9 inches 
above the arches, and are surmounted 
by an IS-iInch coping. The pilasters 
above the pliers project one foot be- 
yond the spandre! walls. and are made 
hollow, for supporting the trolley poles.
